Tape or Filletting abour her Neck, and obſerving her Face black, 
they upon feeling, found her Cold and Stiff; and further, that the 
String had been faſtened to a Hook of the Bed-poſt, pr Teaſter ; bur 
with ftrugling, ar the like, as 1s ſuppoſed; had been broken, choiigh 
not as it appears, timely chough to fave her Life : Yet whether 
or no ſhe had made more than one Attempt or Eſſay of thar 
ſind, is uncertain: Yer certain it 1s, that the String appeard to 
have” been broken and tie! again; but how ſhe came by it { all 
Miſchievous Things of that, or any other kind, being as carcfully 
as poſſible laid our of her way ) 1as yet altogether nnknown. The 
dead Body thus found, the Coroner was the: next 'day acquauned 
with the unhappy Accident: And Surhmoning'a Jury, they after 
a ſtri&t Enquiry into the Circumſtances that attended the Death 
and manner of finding the Party, as far as could'be given by the 
People of the Houfe, and others, found it , Felo d& fe, or Dylf- 
Murther ; but that ſhe was Diſtracted. ' And though ſhe had of- 
ten ſuggeſted a fear of Wanting-e'r ſhe died, which was thought 
to difcompolſe her Mind ; yer, upon Search, they found Money 
and other Things in hcr Ghamber, which ſhew'd ſhe was'not-in 
ſo great Neceſſity as ſhe imagin'd.
